The cited document discloses an image synthesizer and image synthesizing 
method that acquires images by photographing a player in plural directions and maps the 
images to an object that represents the head of the player. Images of first and second 
players are mapped to first and second objects, respectively, and then shown on respective 
screens. However, Applicants submit that the cited document fails to disclose or suggest at 
least the computation unit and step as recited in the pending independent claims.
